la today of sufficient depth to accom- 
modate all the boats that are neces- 
sary 
to handle 
the freight between 
Sanford and Jacksonville. 
What has 
been the result? 
Has the territory 
along the St Johns river been built 
up by reason of this waterway? Today 
there are less winter tourists who visit 
the. St. Johns river 
that is to say, 
winter tourists who go over the St. 
Johns river route to a definite 
inter- 
mediate 
point 
between Jacksonville 
and Sanford than there were twenty 
years ago. 
Today there are less stops 
made by the Clyde line river boats on 
the 
. St. Johns river than there were 
twenty years ago, and with the excep- 
tion of Green 
Cove 
Springs, Palatka 
and Sanford, there is not a point along 
the St. Johns river that has increased 
in population in the last twenty years, 
and many landings that were produc- 
tive of freight twenty years ago have 
been abandoned. 
Today with the ex- 
ception of Green Cove Springs and Pa- 
latka, there is not a town of any size 
between Jacksonville 
and Sanford and 
yet for all these many years this sec- 
tion of the country has had the benefit 
of deep water. 
We contend therefore 
that there Is absolutely 
no reason to 
expect 
that the tonnage 
from 
Jack- 
sonville to Sanford will be increased 
one pound by the cutting of the canal 
from Titusville or near that point to 
Sanford. 
On the other hand, let us consider 
what advantage has been taken of the 
present East Coast canal by the peo- 
ple along that line. 
The canal 
was 
completed in 1912 and boats of a fash- 
ion were at once placed in operation. 
The company 
operating 
started 
in 
handicapped by lack of capital and 
with insufficient equipment. 
From the 
very start they 
were 
overwhelmed 
with freight and had the service given 
by them been satisfactory, they would 
now be handling 
over fifty per cent 
of the tonnage in and out of Daytona 


Coast 
canal, 
and we would call the 
attention of your honorable board to 
the fact that the tourist 
proposition 
is responsible for the major portion of 
the southbound 
freight. 
We 
realize 
that a thorough Inspection 
of 
both 
lines will be made by your board, and 
we would most earnestly ask that in 
doing so you give special heed as to 
what may be expected 
from the coun-

Take the country from Jacksonville 
to Sanford 
and consider it carefully 
from the standpoint of agriculture or 
citrus culture.
